THE RESUMPTION ACT. 


Wo roooive frequent enquiries as ot 


the provisions of the Resumption Act. 
For the information of the public we 
publish it in full: 


AD aot to provide for the resumption 


of specie payments. 
Be it enacted by 


the Senate and House of Kepresenta~ 
lives of the United States of America 
in Congress assembled, That the Secre 
tary of the Treasury is hereby author- 
ized ami required as rapidly as practi- 
cable to cause to be coined at the mints 
of the United States silver coins of tho 
denominations of ten, twenty-five and 
fifty cents, of standard valiu, and to 
issue them in redemption of an equal 
cumber and amount of fractional cur- 
rency of similar denominations, or, at 
his discretion, he may issue such sil- 
ver coins through the rniats, the sub- 
treasuries, public depositories and post- 
offices of the United States, aod upon 
such issue he is hereby authorised and 
required to redeem an equal amount of 
such fractional currency until the whole 
amount of such fractional currency 
outstanding shall be redeemed. 


SEC. 2. That so much of section 3,- 


524 of tho Revised Statutes of the 
United,States as provides for a charge 
of one-fifth of one per centum for con- 
verting standard gold bullion into coin 
is hereby repealed, and hereafter no 
charge shall be made for that service, 


SEC. 3. That section 5,177 of the 


Revised Statutes of the United State*, 
limiting tho aggregate arnout of circu- 
lating notes of National banking asso- 
ciations, bo and ie hereby repealed, and 
each existing banking association may 
increase its circulating notes in accord- 
ance with existing law without respect 
to said aggregate limit; and new bank- 
ing associations may bo organized in 
accordance with existing law without 
respect to said aggregate limit, and the 
provisions of law for the withdrawal 
and redistribution of National bank 
currency among tho several States and 
Territories 
are hereby repealed, and 


whenever and BO often as circulating 
notes shall bo issued to any such bank 
ing association, so increasing its capital 
or circulating notes, or so newly organ- 
ized us aforesaid, it shall be the duty 
of the Secretary of the Treasury to re- 
deem the legal tender 
United States 


not«s in excess of »300,000,000 to the 
•mount of 80 per centum of the Na- 
tional bank notes so issued to any such 
banking association as aforesaid, and to 
continue snob redemption as such cir- 
culating cotes are issued until there 
shall be outstanding the sum of 8300,- 
000,000 of such legal tender United 
States notes, and no more. 
And on 


and after tho 1st day of January, Anno 
Domino 1870, tho Secretary of the 
Treasury shall redeem in coin the 
United States legal tender notes then 
outstanding, on their presentation for 
redemption at the office of tho Assis- 
tant Treasurer of the United States in 
tho oity of New York in sums of not 
less than $50. 
And to enable tho 


Secretary of the Treasury to prepare 
and provide for the redemption in this 
act authorized or required, he is author- 
ized to use any surplus revenues from 
time to time in the Treasury not other- 
wise appropriated, and to issue, sell iinc 
dispose of, at not less than par in coin 
cither of tho descriptions of bonds o: 
the United States described in the act 
of congress approved July 14, 1870 
entitled, "An aot to authorize the re- 
funding of the National debt," with 
like qualities, privileges and exomp 
lions, to tho extent necessary to carry 
this aot into full effect, and to use the 
proceeds thereof for the purpose afore- 
said. 
And all provisions of law incon- 


sistent with the provisions of this ac* 
aro hereby repealed.

THE SILVER HILL. 


The following is the full text of thi 


silver bill, as it has passed both house; 
ot congress , 


Resolved, etc., That the Secretary o 


the Treasury, under such limits and reg 
ulations as will beat secuic a just anr 
fair distribution of the same through th 
c>untry, may issue the silver coin at an; 
time In tho Treasury to an amount no 
exceeding $10,000,000 in exchange fo 
an equal amount of legal-lender notes 
and notes so received in exchange shal 
bo kept as n special fund, sepauite nm 
apart from all other money iu the Trcas 
ury, and be issued only upon the retire 
ment and destruction of a like sum o 
fractional currency,when so substituted 
shall be destroyed and held HB part of th 
sinking fund, as provided in the act ap 
proved April 17,1870. 


SEC. 3, That the trade dollar shall no 


hereafter be a legal tender, and the Sec 
retsry of tho Treasury Is hereby author 
Ized to limit from time to time the coin 
age thereof t» such an amount as he maj 
deem sufficient to meet the export de 
niand for the save. 


BEO. 3. That, in addition to th 


amount of subsidiary silver coin author 
Ized by law to bo Issued in redemptio 
of the fractional currency, it shall b 
lawful to manufacture at the severa 
mints, and issue through the Treasur 
and its several offices, such coin to a 
amount that, including the amount o 
subsidiary coin and fractional currenc 
•utstanding, shall in the aggregate no 
exceed at any time $50,000,000. 


SBC. 4. That the silver bullion requir 


od for the purposes of this act shall b 
purchased from time to time at the mar 
k«t rate by the Secretary of the Treasu 
ry, with any money in the Treasury no 
otherwise appropriated; butnopurchas 
of bullion shall bo made under this res 
olutlonwhen the market rate for th 
same shall be such as will not admit o 
the coinage and issue as herein provide 
without loss to the Treasury; and an
